No Approaches Made For Peace 


So far, he said, the Allies have received no approaches 
from the Italian government and therefore no decisions as 
to Italy’s future need be made by Allied governments at 
this time 


“From the north and south, from the land and from 
the air, and by amphibious descents, we shall endeavor to 
put the utmost rigors of war increasingly upon them,” he 
said in Warning Italy of the future that awaits her if she 
remains in the war, 


“Orders to this effect have been given all Allied com- 
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*manders concerned.” 


He asserted that any decision 
by Italy to continue under the 
German yoke would not seriously 
affect the general course of the 


war and still less alter its ulti 
e mate results.
